SIX TERRORISTS KILLED

Underway 


‘Anti-Racketeer’ 
Bill Sent to Floor 
By Senate Group 


WASHINGTON, June 17—(/)— 
A new move to put legislative 
curbs on unions developed in Con- 
gress Monday when the Senate 
Judiciary Committee brushed six 
months of accumulated dust off 
the Hobbs “Anti- Racketeering” 
Bill and voted to send it to the 
Senate floor. 

The measure had lain in a com- 
mittee pigeon-hole since last De- 
cember when it was passed by the 
House. 

Sponsored by Rep. Hobbs, Demo- 
crat, Alabama, it would make it a 
felony under Federal law to inter- 
fere by “robbery or extortion” or 
by threats of violence with move- 
ment of goods in interstate com- 
merce, Violations would be punish- 
able by fines up to $10,000 and by 
imprisonment up to 20 years.

Backers of the bill have said | 


it is aimed primarily at 
unions which take the position 
that anyone bringing produce to 
a union-organized market must 
pay for a union driver, whether 
or not a driver actually is em- 
ployed.

CASE BILL SIMILARITY 

One provision of the broader 
Case Strike Control Bill, which 
President Truman vetoed, con- 
tained language similar to the 
Hobbs Bill. In his veto message, 
Mr. Truman approved the objec- 
tives of that provision but criti- 
cized its wording. He said it should 
be made clear that it does not 
“make it a felony to strike and 
picket peacefully, and to take 
other legitimate and peaceful con- 
certed action.”

In Tornado 


DETROIT, June 17—(P)—At 
least 20 persons were known dead 
and many more believed killed 
Monday night when a Spring tor- 
nado dipped into sections of Can- 
ada and Southern Michigan. A po- 
lice officer at Windsor said he re 
ceived a report 36 were killed. 

More than 100 were injured, 
many critically. 

_ Property damage was estimated 
in the hundreds of thousands. 

_ The rolling, devastating wind 
ripped into River Rouge, six miles 
from downtown Detroit and then 
smashed across the Detroit River 
into Sandwich, on the outskirts of 
Windsor. 

Waterspouts were raised en the 
Detroit River as the tornado zoom- 
ed to the Canadian side, but Coast 
Guardsmen said there were no re- 
ports of boats in distress. 

The little community of Sand- 
wich apparently was hardest hit 
by the fury of the winds. The Ca- 
nadian press at Windsor said “at 
least 15 persons were known dead 
and probably many more” lost 
their lives there as the wind flat- 
tened an area 100 feet wide. 


TOSSES BOXCARS 


Spectators told of freight cars 
tossed about like staeiiione 
houses lifted from their founda- 
tions, and even bodies being car- 
ried away by the wind. 


Although the center of the havoc 
was only a few miles from the 
mammoth Ford Motor Company’s 
Rouge plant, apparently this suf- 
fered no serious damage. 

A bag sa radio station an- 
nounc tween 25 and 30 were 
killed in the Windsor area. 


Strangely enough, the other por- 
tions of sprawling Detroit, with 
its more than 1,500,000 population, 
suffered little. The wind was not 
heavy and the only damage was 
caused by heavy rain.

Dairy Ceilings Raised; 
OPA Warns of Future 


WASHINGTON, June’ 17—(UP) 
The OPA Monday raised manu- 
facturers’ ceiling prices on butter, 
cheddar cheese and canned milk, 
and said the increases, which will 
send retail butter up 11 cents a 
pound, will be passed on to con- 
sumers right away. 

At the same time, OPA spokes- 
men warned that if Congress

Control Extension Bill now under 
consideration the general cost of 
living will go upward by leaps 
and bounds, taking men’s $2.50 
shirts to $4.50, and women’s $5.95 
dresses to $25. 

Consumers will start paying 
the higher price for butter, six 
cents more per pound for cheddar 
cheese, and one cent more for 
each 14% ounce can of evaporat- 
ed milk as soon as retailers make 
their first purchases at the high- 
er ceiling prices from distributors. 

The manufacturers’ ceiling 
prices, effective immediately, are 
boosted 10 cents a pound for but- 
ter, five cents for cheese, and 35 
cents a case for canned milk. 

OPA also issued two other or- 
ders, effective Monday, to help 
carry out the program. Both are 
designed to prevent further diver- 
sion of butterfat from butter man- 
ufacturers to other users.

The great need for child wel- 
fare, hospitalization and recrea- 
tion facilities in Atlanta was 
stressed by Ralph McGill, editor 
of The Constitution, in an address 
before the Atlanta Variety Club 
yesterday when he pointed out 
some of his “shocking observa- 
tions” gathered while serving on 
the Fulton County Grand Jury. 

In lauding the efforts of the 
Variety Club toward fighting child 
delinquency through its financial 
support of such charities as Dr. 
Felton Williams’ fresh air camp 
for girls and the Bankhead play- 
ground, McGill said “it is shock- 
ing to know just how many chil- 
dren in Atlanta have no super- 
vision at all.” 

McGill cited the lack of hos- 
pital accommodations in Atlanta, 
stating that “Atlanta has fewer 
hospital beds than any other city 
of comparable size in the nation.” 
He then praised the Variety Club 
for its generous attitude in giving 
$12,000 to the St. Joseph’s build- 
ing fund. 

The need for mental care, also 
was cited by McGill as a great 
factor in combatting delinquency 
among children. Along this line, 
he told the story of Red Ruden- 
sky, former editor of the Federal 
Prison’s newspaper, The Atlantan, 
who told McGill he “couldn’t ever 
remember anyone speaking a kind 
word to him” as he looked back 
on his life of crime which began 
when he was only nine-years-old, 

Hughes Spalding, prominent At- 
lanta attorney, who accepted the 
$12,000 check in behalf of St. 
Joseph's, told the Variety mem- 
bers that he was “impressed” with 
their record of charitable activi- 
ty, and expressed great apprecia- 
tion for the unselfish gesture in 
behalf of the hospital. 


Keenan, Chief Prosecutor of 
Japanese war criminals, told a 
news conference that Kurusu ad- 
vised him the instructions to offer 
the deal came from Hideki Tojo, 
Japan’s wartime Premier, just be- 
fore Kurusu came here late in 
1941.

(NANA)—United States mail will 
be flown in jet planes for the first 
time on Saturday, June 22, when 
Lockheed P-80s of the Army Air 
Forces carry demonstration pack- 
ets of letters to Washington, Chi- 
cago and Dayton, Ohio, during 
General Electric’s air research 
demonstration. 

All letters on these flights will 
carry a special jet plane cachet, 
but they will not be postmarked 
until they reach these cities. Since 
there is’ little extra space in’ the 
cockpits of the P-80s, only 750 let- 
ters will be carried in each of the 
two jet crafts carrying the world’s 
first jet air mail. 

One letter on the Washington 
plane will be from President Tru- 
man to Stuart Symington, Assist- 
ant Secretary of War for Air. The 
packet on the Dayton-Chicago run 
will contain letters for Orville 
Wright, of pioneer aviation fame, 
and Mayor Edward J. Kelly, of 
Chicago. 

The Post Office Department stip- 
ulates that letters for the jet mail 
run should be addressed to a re- 
cipient and should bear air mail 
stamps. These letters should be 
addressed in another envelope to 
First Jet Air Mail, G. E. Air Re- 
search Demonstration, Schenecta- 
dy, N. Y. All letters as addressed 
will be handled by General Elec- 
tric and Post Office authorities. 
The first 1,500 received will be 
placed aboard two jet planes for 
delivery—in the air at the rate of 
about 500 miles an hour. 

Letters received after the first 
two packets have been completed 
will be carried by jet planes be- 
fore being returned to the Schenec- 
tady Post Office and sent in the 
usual manner.

Gen. Gaffey 
Dies in Crash 
Of Army Plane 


FORT KNOX, Ky., June 17—(). 
Maj. Gen. Hugh J. Gaffey, 51, and 
two Army lieutenants died and 
four other servicemen suffered in- 
juries in the crash of their B-25 
plane at Godman Field here late 
Sunday night. 

The plane overshot the landing 
strip, mowed down trees and 
plunged over an embankment. 

Twice the plane reported trouble 
as it flew here from Fort Benning, 
where Gen. Gaffey had attended 
an infantry conference. The Gen- 
eral last Tuesday had been named 
post commander. 

The others killed were Lt. Allen 
J. Hoenig, of Trenton, N. J., Post 
Signal Officer, and Lt. Robert A. 
Peter, of Long Island City, N. Y., 
the plane’s pilot. 

Of the injured, taken to Fort 
Knox Hospital, only Sgt. Michael 
E. Devine, of Manchester, N. H., 
was hurt seriously. He was the 
plane’s engineer. 

Others injured: Capt. Gordon K. 
Steele, Fort Knox; Lt. Carl Linde- 
man, Jr., of Hackensack, N. J.; 
Assistant Post Signal Officer, and 
Sgt. Vernon J. Wisotyre, Eau 
Claire, Wis., a passenger on the 
plane, 

Gen. Gaffey, an Army man since 
1917, commanded the Second and 
Fourth Armored Division in 
Europe. On two occasions he 
served as chief of staff for the late 
Gen. Patton. 

Gen. Gaffey won a commenda- 
tion from Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
then Twelfth Army Group Com- 
mander, for break-throughs his 
armored division scored in the 
Saar-Palatinate offensive. Gaffey 
also was in command of the Fourth 
when it smashed through to the 
relief of the Americans at Bas- 
togne during the German Ar- 
dennes counteroffensive in De- 
cember, 1944.

AFL Decries Lifting 


Of Cafe Price Ceilings 


WASHINGTON, June 17—~—(4)— 
The AFL urged Monday that the 
OPA order of June 13 permitting 
restaurant price increases “be re- 
scinded, revised and made enforce- 
able.” 

“It destroys price control on res- 
taurant meals and sets a precedent 
for the same unworkable regula- 
tion in other fields vital to the con- 
sumer,” said a letter from William 
Green, AFL President, to Stabili- 
zation Director Bowles and Price 
Administrator Porter. 

“The OPA has been removing 
ceiling prices on hundreds of food 
items on the ground that the prices 
would not go up to any significant 
degree,” the letter said. “Yet the 
upward revision of restaurant 
prices specifically acknowledges 
the drastic rise in the very food 
items On which price ceilings had 
been removed.”

Both assaults, 
the police said, apparently were 
for the dual purpose of blowing up 
the bridge and destroying the 
guard post, which contained a po- 
lice card file of blacklist names. 

In the first assault the main 
force of attackers engaged the 
guards while others succeeded in 
destroying the Palestine side of the 
big bridge. An Arab guard shot 
one man carrying explosives to- 
ward the guard post, and he was 
blown to bits. 

Transjordan Guards of the Arab 
Legion on the other end of the 
bridge attempted to aid the de 
fenders by setting up a crossfire 
against the attackers. A Palestine 
police mobile unit drew up after 
the attack and began a search for 
the band. 

A short time later, what ap- 
peared to be the same force, at- 
tacked again with tommyguns for 
a full half hour, shouting Hebrew 
orders, police said. They came 
within 20 yards of the post and 
threw hand grenades which blew 
a huge steel shutter from the main 
door of the post and stripped tiles 
from the roof. 

The guard post, however, was 
successfully defended.

The Federal Reserve Board's Proposal 


While its emasculation of price control 
extension legislation does not lend much 
hope that it will, Congress should heed 
the Federal Reserve Board's warning and 
take steps to retard—rather than encour- 


age—inflation. 

One need not be an economist to real- 
ize that inflation already has made con- 
siderable inroads and that, with the vir- 
tual elimination of all efforts at price con- 
trol, we are headed for monetary chaos. 
Inflationary pressures currently are eight 
to ten times as great as after the last war, 
according to the Federal Reserve Board's 
calculation, and threaten a boom-bust 
cycle which will make the last depres- 
sion seem as nothing in comparison. 


The Reserve Board has made a number 
of recommendations for combating these 
inflationary pressures which, in its opin- 
ion, “will continue for an indefinite time.” 

These recommendations include, 
among other things: 

1. Governmental economy. 

2. No reduction in taxes. 

3. Restrictions aimed at preventing a 
further rise in bank credits. 

None of these, of course, will accom- 
plish anything if price control is to be 
eliminated or rendered impotent. But, 
coupled with a continuation of anti-profit- 
eering legislation until such time as supply 
and demand are more nearly equal, they 
will save this nation untold suffering and 
hardships. , 


Time a Chancellor Was Named 


Coincidence of a full scale Regents 
meeting and a misinterpretation of a re- 
mark to the Alumni Association by Pres. 
Caldwell last week sent a rumor over 
Athens and the State that a chancellor 
for the University System of Georgia had 
been named. The post has been vacant 
since the death of the late Dr. S. V. San- 
ford. 

Marion Smith, Chairman of the Re- 
gents, immediately branded the rumor 
false. Pres. Caldwell explained he had 
been misinterpreted by overanxious 


alumni. 

The speed with which the rumor 
spread is indicative of the interest mani- 
fest, and the importance attached, by 
alumni and friends of the University Sys- 
tem to the appointment of a new chancel- 
lor. The best interests of the University 
System would be served if the regents 
would meke their decision without further 
delay. Then the great work of the Uni- 
versity System could begin gathering way 
under its new and duly elected directing 
head. 


The Need for Home Canning Continues 


Allocation of special Federal funds to 
enable community canning plants to do a 
bigger job calls attention to the fact that 
the need for preserving produce continues 
unabated. 

zeorgia’s 400 community canning 
plants have been given $38,256.72 for the 
month of June and another $200,000 is ex- 
pected with the beginning of the new fis- 


cal year, July 1. This money is for the 
purpose of hiring special assistants to

A Little Essay 
On the Comrades 


Let us proceed with a little essay on Ameri- 
can “‘comrades’— 

There are not many Communists in America. 
Communism in this country is: essentially an urban movement. 
New York City and its “area” extending into New Jersey, and 

the Pacific Coast region from Los Angeles north, are the two areas 
in this country with the most Communist strength. 


Birmingham was chosen as Southern headquarters about 15 
years ago. A current membership drive in the Alabama industrial 
section, Birmingham and environs, had a quota of 150. It was over- 
subscribed, so to speak, netting an estimated 187 members. This 
was added io an estimated 100 members. 


| In Birmingham, Communists and/or fellow travelers have in- 
filtrated into the Southern Conference for Human Welfare. As a 
matter of fact, they were present in its original meeting in that 
city. In no other Southern State have they managed to infiltrate 
in this organization. However, despite its sound board of directors. 
sO many of its various State committge members definitely follow 
the party line as to make suspect the entire organization. It has 
been subsidized for a year, partly at least by the PAC. This subsidy 
is not likely to be renewed. 

Nowhere in the South have Communists managed to infiltrate 
into labor unions with any success. They indorsed a fellow-traveler 
candidate for Congress in Birmingham’s district who also-ran. 

Atlanta has an estimated 24 Communists. None is aggressive 
and their activities are confined to discussions and arguments. An 
occasional fellow traveler comes along, as witness the Negro vet- 
erans’ fiasco in Atlanta a few weeks ago. 

Among the dock workers in Jacksonville and New Orleans a few 
Communists will be found. 

Nowhere in the South have they got a toehold or a foot in any 
political door. 


Common Sense It ought to be obvious to Americans they 


should not be so foolish as to toss the word 
“Communist” at one another. 

This is grist in the Communist mill. It helps create confusion 
and distrust, which is what they want. 

The Communist daily organ, “The Daily Worker,” is currenfly 
carrying on a bitter campaign to support a Labor Party, or a third 
party of any kind. 

To the Communists, as they so plainly say, Henry Wallace is 
a reactionary, 

The habit of some Americans of crying “Communist” at any 
person or persons whose political views are at all liberal, greatly 
delights the Communists. 

Just now the Communist party is very angry with Harry S. 
Truman. 

Why? 

Mr. Truman is being “unreasonable” and “Fascist” in his foreign 
policy. It is ‘unfair’ to Russia. 

Also, Mr. Truman’s labor policy has the Daily Worker and the 
various Communist writers hysterical with rage and accusation. 


Long Range American Communists have a long-range domes- 


tic policy. Its political strategy is apparent. 

It will center in New York and the Pacific Coast. 

It will be directed toward creating industrial unrest by keeping 
the labor front agitated during the next two. years. The hesitant 
labor policies of the Administration have helped by creating con- 
fusion. P 

In 1948 the Communists hope there will be enough unrest and 
confusion to enable them to form a third party of labor. 

Should they succeed in causing many labor leaders to support 
such a move they will be in a highly strategic position. They can 
either “go along” or nominate a third-party candidate for President 
and assist in bringing about a Republican victory. 

They would then go along on it. Keep in mind the American 
Communists care nothing about any opinion to which they may 
belong or any political party. Their first loyalty is to Russia. 


Not So Simple That everything will not be so simple for the 


“comrades” is evidenced by the awakening on 
the Coast. Harry Bridges is a Communist. Joe Curran assuredly 
has been a fellow traveler. But, from reports, Curran saw the effort 
of Communists to leave him high and:dry as “President” while they 
took over the actual management of the unions. 

Elsewhere, too, there is an awakening on the part of labor 
leaders. 

Only continued friction between the President and the major 
labor leaders will drive labor into forming a third party. | 

A third-party idea is ridiculous on the face of it. 

State laws, in all but about a dozen states, require any party 
to have polled a certain percentage of votes or to produce a certain 
number of signed requests, to be placed on the official ballot. This 
just about cuts out the possibility of any third party. 

At best it could be used only to sabotage or to obtain “revenge” 
on the Democratic party, which has taken a firm stand against the 
Communist efforts. 

It is an interesting little campaign-—very significant to all of 
us. Watch it. :

The People and State Aren't One 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is on vacation.) 


Nearly every week this columnist is invited to participate in 
some movement to promote “understanding” between nations. The 
invitations usually contain an exhortation to the effect that “we 
must understand Russia,’ and that otherwise we shall be in for 
“World War III.” 

The suggestion is that the greater our understanding the less our 
fears. This derives from the common observation that, by and 
large, all people are peace-loving, inoffensive, and friendly, from 
which it would appear that, given closer contact between peoples , 
war would disappear. 

This is a dangerous misconception of the cause of war. Neither 
ancient wars or modern wars are caused by hostile feelings between 
the members of population or failure of communication between 
cultures. We have had two wars with Germany, a country with 
probably the most kindred culture to our own, 

For wars are not made by peoples, but by states. Our founding 
fathers, uniike so many of our contemporaries, knew perfectly well 
that the people and the state are not one. The state is the re- 
cipent of powers delegated to it by the people who may change the 
holders of power but cannot take the powers into their own hanas. 


a: de +? And of all these .powers, those 

Understood Naziism dealing with the status of the na- 
tion as a power among other powers are farthest removed from the 
people’s influence. What, at any moment, Sumner Welles may have 
said to Count Ciano, or Ribbentrop to Molotov and vice versa, or 
Chamberlain to Hitler is never publicly known at the time, nor are 
the reports which secret agents make to their own countries about 
others known except to the initiate. It is the nature of the state 
which is important; and its conceptions of interest, power, possi- 
bilities, risks, ambitions, fears, prejudices, and traditions which 
govern foreign policies are always in the hands of a relatively small 
number of men. 

The German people, like other peoples, are peace-loving unless 
worked up through fear by leadership. I am not anti-German in 
the sense of failing to recognize a gifted people who have given the 
world its best music, some of its loftiest poetry and philosophy and 
a goodly portion of its most ingenious science. But I early recog- 
nized the nature of the Nazi state, and knew that the nature of the 
people would change as an instrument of that state. I believe that 
I “understood” Naziism but the greater my understanding the 
greater my fears, not the other way around. 

All states, our own included, are dangerous to other states, in 
proportion to their strength, by reason of their possession of the 
power to make war. Their people, like the Russian people or the 
American people, may be, by nature, warm-hearted, pacific, and dis- 
posed to be friendly to all men. This is, I think, particularly true 
of Americans and Russians, both of whom have a continental gen- 
erosity of temperament. 

But both are formidable and ruthless when mobilized for war. 


The nature of the state is always other 
Powers Delegated than the nature of the people, merely by 
reason of being the state. Russians loathe bureaucracy, as the study 
of Russian literature reveals—Vide, Gogol. But they live in a 
bureaucratic colleetivism that governs their lives completely by 
reason of having accepted a state-controlled economy. Their tem- 
perament and likes or dislikes cannot affect the actions of the state, 
for they have delegated to it all power. 

Americans are also anti-bureaucratic but we are going in the 
same direction chiefly because organized labor and organized capi- 
tal are proving unable to develop a peaceable partnership within 
mutually accepted standards of work and pay in relation to profits 
and production. Such a tension must increase state bureaucratic 
power at the expense of both labor and capital. 

The Russian people are not military-minded, but the Russian 
state is, and the state, not the people, command military power. 

War is the result of the divided possession of war-making powers 
in the hands of sovereign states, subject to no law, a condition which 
makes the possibility of war implicit, and therefore primarily affects 
the nature of thé:state and its relations with other states. As long 
as that continues‘there will be wars. The elimination of one, two 
or three such sovereignties, while three, four, five, or only two re- 
main, does not diminish the danger of war, no matter what the 
nature of the people who compose those states may be. It is the 
nature of the sovereign state, as such, that needs to be understood 
if we are to overcome war.

Folks Are Busy 
In the Mountains 


NORTH GEORGIA—It is a good time to see 

the mountains, now. Spring came early, but it 

* only got its foot in the door and only lately 

weather seemingly made up its mind to stay. Yet it 

l in the shade, and the bright blossoms of azalea can 

be seen unshed along the old CCC road over the Indian Grave 

Gap, and when it rains, as it often does, the cold rain brings 
with it a bone-chilling wind like the winds of Winter. 

Crops are late for the time of year, but they are coming on 
fast under the warm suns of midday. Corn in the black valleys 
is knee-high and growing fast. The Irish potatoes have come to 
their blossoming time, and it looks like a fine year for onions, 
for their dark-green spears march the length of every valley.

Everything seems 
very old, or very new. 

The little towns all are busy with little building boomlets. 
Everywhere, new construction, generally of concrete block,. is 
going up to house a new garage, or picture show, or general store. 

old stores are brighter inside, less cluttered and disorderly. 
Once in a while you see a proud new electric stove on display, 
for electricity is spreading fast through the hills and folks are buy- 
ing them. The community freezer locker is becoming as much a 
part of every small town now as the general store or the filling 
Station.

NEW YORK—Benjamin Pross, a 
low crook who runs a group of 
unions of the American Federation 
of Labor in New York, bought a 
country estate at Lake Mahopac, 
Westchester County, N. Y., on 
April 29. The consideration was 
$26,500 and the property is now 
being improved on a scale similar 


,to that adopted by George Scalise, 
|the Capone gangster, when he 


bought a pretentious old estate at 
Ridgefield, Conn. 

In the case of Scalise, the ven-

career of crime and unionism. His 
display of wealth aroused the of- 
ficial interest of Tom Dewey, then 
District Attorney in New York 
where the Scalise mob was perse 
cuting low-bracket wage-earners, 
and his prosecution as an extor- 
tioner and income tax evader re- 
sulted in two convictions which 
will keep him in prison for some 
years yet to come.

The backdrop for the Paris con- 
ference of foreign ministers is the 
first meeting of the United Na- 
tions Atomic Energy Commission. 
If anywhere that men can read 
and have the opportunity to in- 
form themselves, there is doubt 
that the cardinal 
American policy is an enduring 
peace, 
ithe plan for the international con- 
trol of atomic energy presented by 
Bernard M. saruch with the full 
‘approval of President Truman. 

The Baruch plan, which is based 
on the Acheson-Lilienthal plan, 
would give an international Atom- 
ic Development Authority a world- 
wide monopoly over the produc- 
tion of atomic energy .n danger- 
ous forms. This agency would 
have the power to produce, to 
license, and to inspect. 
tion which violated the agreement 
or sought to withdraw from it 
would become subject to interna- 
tional sanctions. This enforce- 
ment machinery would have to be 
freed of the veto regulation of the 
UN Security Council. 

This plan is based upon the im- 
peratives of atomic weapons, and 
of other new weapons perhaps 
even more destructive of human 
life. It requires “one world.” Its 
adoption would be an important 
practical step toward “one world.”

Brooklyn in July, 1928, Morris E. 
Packer, the prosecuting attorney, 
said Schneider demurred on the 
ground that because he was al- 
ready in bankruptcy he c6uld not 
get credit. To this, Pross replied 
that he, Schneider, could adopt 
the name of Samuel Cohen and 
said: “I will get you a woman 
named Selma Cohen and you can 
open the business under the name 
of Cohen and call yourself Samu- 
el, the husband of Selma, and buy 
the goods that way.” 

This fraud was conceived in 
May, 1927, and the criminals open- 
ed several storage ard sales rooms 
in Manhattan to accomodate the 
furniture moved out of the Brook- 
lyn store. A few weeks later the 
bankruptcy petition was filed. 

Schneider pleaded guilty and 
got a year and a day in Atlanta. 

Pross applied to the Department 
of Justice in 1942 for a full pardon 
and restoration of his right to vote 
and hold public office, giving his 
occupation as “union official.” He 
was turned down. Nevertheless 
even before that, he had acquired 
control of the wine, liquor and dis- 
tillery workers’ union and he has 
extended his power to an unknown 
number of small unions including 
groups of workers in cosmetics, 
drugs, upholstering and baking. 
He also runs a union of wine and 
liquor salesmen, 


WITHIN the last year, he was 
tried and acquitted of a charge of 
using his union power to acquire 
15,000 cases of whiskey which ap- 
peared in the black market in 
Southern states. However, the 
matter of the estate at Lake 
Mahopac, being now called to the 
attention of the appropriate au- 
thorities, may result in new in- 
quiries and this is the more likely 
because the corruption in the 
liquor industry has gone beyond 
control and is no longer an ex- 
clusive activity of common under- 
world characters. 

Benjamin Pross’ power in the 
union rackets and politics is in- 
dicated by the fact that, although, 
because of his criminal record, 
he cannot hold office, he neverthe- 
less does hold a license as a Com- 
missioner of Deeds. A Commis- 
sioner of Deeds is, roughly speak- 
ing, a notary public whose author- 
ity is restricted to the five bor- 
oughs of the City of New York. 
To obtain a commission the ap- 
plicant must have three sponsors 
who will certify that they know 
him to be a person of good moral 
character and one of these must 
be a member of the City Council. 
The name of Councilman Samuel 
DiFalco was signed to Pross’ ap- 
plication. The other two sponsors, 
whose signatures appear to be 
Ruth Solimer and Herman R. 
Whicek, both gave their business 
address as 1960 Broadway, which 
is the address of the wine, liquor 
and distillery workers’ union. Ruth 
Solimer’s occupation is stated as 
“secretary.” 

In answer to one of the ques- 
tions in his application, Pross 
frankly admitted that he had been 
convicted of a crime. 


THE NAME of the attorney who 
notarized the documents in the 
real estate deal is given as Robert 
Bleakley, which is the name of 
the son of former Judge William 
F. Bleakley, of White Plains, N. 
Y., Republican politician of great, 
though waning, powers. 
Bleakley admitted two years ago 
the receipt of several thousand 
dollars from racketeers of the 
common laborers’ and operating 
engineers’ unions, for “legal” serv- 
ices. 

The police records show arrests 
of Herman Pross for felonious as- 
sault, Hyman Pross on a gambling 
charge, and Herbert Pross for al- 
leged violation of the Volstead 
Act. The Herbert Pross who had 
the pistol license is known to have 
used the name of Herman at times 
and his father, Max, testifying in 
one of the many Pross bankrupt- 
cies, swore that Herbert’s correct 
name was Hyman. 

Another brother is variously 
called Robert, Reuben and Rich- 
ard Pross.

GILLIAM TO GIVE PLAN 

Ald. Ed Gilliam, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said he ex- 
pects to submit an ordinance to 
Council’s July 1 session setting out 
details of the proposed $20,400,000 
city share of a $40,400,000 joint 
city-county bond issue slated td be 
offered voters in a special election 
Aug. 14. 

Passage of the bond ordinance 
is a condition precedent to giving 
the bond election the green light 
and setting up machinery for the 
vast postwar program designed to 
provide improvements valued at 
more than $80,000,000. 

In connection with the bond 
issue, Council referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee a protest by Ed- 
ward M. Chapman, President of 
the Atlanta Real Estate Board, 
against retirement of the proposed 
bonds by raising the city tax levy 
2% mills. 

Chapman suggested a_ special 
stamp tax against automobiles, a 
general sales tax, an occupation 
tax against non-residents working 
in Atlanta, an increase in the 
alcoholic beverage taxes, or even 
a general 10 percent increase in 
all exisiting revenue sources rath- 
er than placing an ad valorem tax 
against real estate. 

Although City Council approved 
overwhelmingly a resolution to 
contribute $750 to send winners 
of the Atlanta Public Links Golf 
Association to the National Public 
Links Golf Association tournament 
at Denver July 22-27, the alder- 
manic board killed the allocation 
after Gilliam and others had at- 
tacked it as illegal.
